arm, which were before the public;—when I 
contemplate the force of party discipline in 
maintaining whatever position may be assigned , 
to it by the interested few, whether for good or 
for evil, ! feel be nd to indulge nmeh charity 
for ilio lingering delusion which still cherishes 
Jar ksonism. But knowing Gen. Jackson as I 
do in bis various relations of life, probably tetter 
than any of my fellow citizens of Pennsylvan¬ 
ia, I could find no apology to them, much less 
to mv own conscience, for hesilating to oppose 
hi® re-election. I could not doit without re¬ 
sisting the clearest conviction of my judgment 
upon a question involving the highest interests 
of the country. - 

The lights which I have had, compel me to 
know ti.at he has no vestage of Democratic 
principle in his constitution, and lamentable to 
relate, that he is in heart a dishonest and cor¬ 
rupt man. 1 make this charge upon full con- ’ 
sirieration of its responsibility, and of its merit¬ 
ed effect, if untrue, on iny own reputation when 
I shall be mingled with the dust. Rwting up¬ 
on a consciousness of truth, which, when incre¬ 
dulity shall be no longer nourished by interest, 
must be believed, I have little personal anxiety 
for the judgment of the present moment. 

But there is no occasion for recurring to any 
other facts for a sufficient knowledge of Gen.

This news, like many others, is moot grating 
to the Germans, who say, “We must bear this 
anil even more, before the re-action takes place, 
but woe betide our tyrannic rulers when it does." 

Numbers are preparing to quit their country 
for the American states.—In Rhenish Bavaria, 
associations are forming for tho purpose, and 
a deputation is said to be in readiness to start 
for tho U- S. in order to have a communication 
with the Government of that country, and to 
purchase tracts, which aro to lie peopled from 
hence, and to be called "New Germany.’’ 

Formerly, the exiles were persons who went 
to seek fortune’s favours; now, from some dis¬ 
tricts near the Rhine, 15 persons, who each 
possesses from SOriri to MOOO are making all 
ready. It is even said that wealth will leave 
that district, in the hands of a few families, to 
the amount of / 100 , 0110 ; a considerable sum 
for Germany, which ia to he deserted, because 
the people aro treated with injustice.
